Belligerent Rlgllts—Privateering. 


It is evident by the tone of the British 


press that preseut interest is having a 
tlict with long established principle. It 
will be contrary to the usual order of .things 
in the British mind if-.interest does not pre- 
vail, or at least to the.extent of a compro- 
mise with principle which shall secure the 
present benefits. 
If the British . govern- 


mentallows Jeff. Davis the; right to license 
privateers of all nations, and to bring prizes 
into British ports, it .will, make American 
shipping so hazardous that British vessels 
may supplant it in all the carrying trade in 
which" our ships havebeen employed. This 
is_a strong temptation to the, British mind, 
stimulated also by considerable jealousy at 
oar growing commercial marine. 


To allow this right is nothing short of re- 


cognizing the confederates a's a national 
power. It is equivalent to recognizing their 
independence. This is the full meaning of 
allowing to them " belligerent rights." For 
if uot n national power, they would have no 
more right to license privateers to capture 
American ships than the port of Boston 
would if it were in insurrection, or than 
Ireland, if she should rebel, would have to 
authorize vessels of all nations to prey on 
British commerce. Is it probable that in 
such a case the American Government 
would recognize in Ireland, at-the very ou!- 
break of a rebellion, the rights of a bellig- 
erent power, and would permit American 
vessels to take Irish license, capture British 
merchant vessels, and bring them.into Uui 
ted States ports to be condemned and sold 1 


Whatever rule England adopts in this 


case, will have an important influence or 
the United States in future; and with Ire 
land and her numerous colonies there will 
be occasions for us to practice whatever 
principle she now lays down. 


England has already laid down conditions 


of the blockade of our southern ports, which 
are entirely unjustifiable. The established 
rale that a blockade of the "ports of a na- 
tion by a hostile power must he sustained 
by adequate force in order to be respected, 
she applies to the closing of our ports by 
our own government. According to tha't 
rule, our government could not abolish u 
port of entry without adequate blockading 
force. 


This is another way of conceding belliger- 


ent or national rights to the confederates. 
Foreign governments might, with as much 
propriety, have declared that they would 
no_t respect Jefferson's embargo, unless sus- 
tained by adequate force. 


But it is now pretended that this govern 


merit has always been peculiarly tenacious 
of privateering, while other nations wished 
to have it abolished ; and therefore now the 
chalice is to be brought home to our own 
lips. 
On the contrary, this government 


was the first to propose the suppression of 
privateering ; and on its suggestion a stip- 
ulation to that effect was made in its early 
treaties with all the great European powers, 
and with most of the South American 
states. 


When these treaties with France and 


England expired by limitation, this stipula- 
tion was not renewed, because they refused 
to .renew it. In 1823 Mr. Adams, secreta- 
ry of state, urged upon Mr. Rush, the Amer 


er upon the ocean, as'it_already had been 
npon the land." 


, The. influence' of .the United States has 


uniformly been used against privateering 
and all war on private property. 
The 


course now proposed toward the confeder- 
ate privateers is consistent with the action 
of the government ever since we were a na- 
nation, and in cases in which independent 
tions were concerned. Should England al- 
low confederate privateers to be fitted out 
and to take onr ships as prizes into her 
ports, it would not only be a; violation;of 
our national rights, which would be a cause 
for war, but would violate every rule which 
she has sought and procured from us when 
her own commerce was in jeopardy.

ican minister, and the British plenipotenti- 
aries who were then negotiating a treaty, 
the abolition of all war upon private prop- 
erty, on sea as well as on land. We quote 
from his argument : 


"It has been remarked that, by the usa- 


ges of modern war, the private property of 
an enemy is protected from seizure or con- 
fiscation, as such : and private war itself 
has been almost universally exploded upon 
the land. By an exception, the reason of 
which it is not easy to perceive,' the private 
property of an enemy upon the sea has not 
so'fully received the benefit of the same 
principle. Private war, banished by the 
tacit and general consent of the Christian 
nations from their territories, has taken it 
last refuge upon the ocean, and there con 
tinues to disgrace and afflict them by asys 
tern of licensed robbery, bearing all the 
most atrocious characters of piracy. To r 
government intent, from motives of genera 
benevolence and humanity, upon the fina. 
and total suppression of the slave trade, it 
cannot be unreasonable to claim her aic 
and co-operation to the abolition of private 
war upon the sea. From the time that the 
United States took their plaea among the 
nations of the earth, this has been one oi 
their favorite objects." 


Mr. Rush reported that he announced his 


readiness to treat for the abolition of priva- 
teering, but the British ministers stated 
that they were not prepared to adopt this 
course ; and from his conference with them 
he gave it as his opinion that Great Britain 
was not prepared to accede, under any cir- 
cumstances, to .the proposition of abolishing 
private war upon the ocean. 
. 


England, relying upon her superior na- 


vy, has always been tenacious for privateer- 
ing, while the influence of this government, 
from the time of Franklin, who wrote 
against privateering in 1785, has uniformly 
been against it. When ,the Crimean war 
broke out—a war that might have given onr 
private vessels a rich harvest'bad Russia 
availed herself of the right which England 
always strove to retain—England and 
France made declarations against privateer- 
ing and asked this-government not to coun- 
tenance it or admit prizes into onr ports. 
Mr. Marcy, then secretary .of- war, replied 
that "the_laws of. this country imposes se- 
vere restrictions not only upon its own citi- 
zens, but upon all person's who may be res- 
idents withiu any territories of the United 
States, against equipping privateers, re- 
ceiving commissions, or enlisting men there- 
in, for the purpose of taking part in any 
foreign war." There was BO talk on our 
part' of recognizing "belligerent rights" 
then. 


About the same time, Lord Clarendon, 


in^an interview with Mr. Buchanan, then 
minister to Great Britain, expressed a strong 
opinion against the practice of privateering, 
as inconsistent with modern civilization. 
There was no proposition of-.a; treaty to. this 
effect, but merely a declaration growing 
out of the exposed condition of .British 
commerce at that time. Mr; Buchanan re- 
plied that " there was nothing -really differ- 
ent in principle or morality between theact 
of a.regular cruiser and that of a regular 
privateer in robbing a merchant vessel up- 
on, the ocean, and confiscating the property 
of private individuals on board for the 
ben- 


efit of the captor, and that it did not seem 
to him possible under existing circumstan- 
ces,

suppression of privateering, unless the na- 
val powers of the world would go one step 
further: and consent that war ao-ainst p\i- 
vate property should Ke abolished"altogeth-

'ribune says that after the landing of the 
'ire Zouave regiment at Alexandria, which 


was accomplished in perfect order at the 
wharf, Col. Ellsworth proceeded with a 
guard of five men to the telegraph 
office, 


nd when arrived at the Marshall House, 
IB observed a secession flag flying at the 
op of the building. Entering the house 
•ith his guard, he asked the first man he 
let who was responsible for the appearance 
jf the treasonable ensign on the roof. The 
man replied that he was simply a boarder 
here and knew nothing about it. 
Col. 


llsworth and his men thereupon went to 
he roof and took it down. Beturning they 
ormed in military order, single file, Fran- 
is D. Brownell, of Troy, in front, and Col. 
ijllsworth, bearing the flag, next. When 
hey reached the second floor, Jaskson, the 
iroprietor of the house, the same who had 
epresented himself as a boarder, opened a 
.oor and levelled a, double barrelled gun at 
Jrownell. The latter struck the gun np 
with his own bayonet, and both barrels ex- 
iloded almost simultaneously. The great- 
er part of both charges lodged in.the wains- 
cott, but one slug entered. Col. Ellsworth's 
leart, killing him instantly. Almost at the 
ame moment Brownell fired at Jackson, 
ending a minie ball through his forehead 
md bayoneting him to the floor as he fell.

An Hour at tbe Head-ffcuarteri of Gen. 
Scott. 


From a friend who has just returned from 


Washington, we have been listening to a 
vivid description of the,'scene, now a daily 
one, in one of the lofty apartments of the 
war office, where Gen. Scott passes many 
hours of the day and night', at a time of 
life when most men naturally court ease, 
but which the old hero is now devoting to 
the_ greatest achievement of his eventful 
and honorable career, the demonstration* of 
the strength and power of a republican 
form of government. 


Enfeebled in bodyj but clear minded and 


vigorous in intellect as ever, Gen. - Scott is 
now cheerfully undergoing labors that wo'd 
overtax the strength of many far his juniors 
in life and .in service. 
An early hour of 


the day finds him surrounded by his aids 
end advisers, and not until a late hour of 
the night does the work cease. The bustle 
and din of the city and camp is hushed at 
nightfall, but not for many hours later does 
the head-quarters of the Lieutenant Gener- 
al lose its features of activity. 


The scene on the day in question, was 


one on which the pencil of a Leute would 
dwell lovingly to the production of a paint- 
ing that should be vivid history. 
General 


Scott, suffering more than usual from an 
attack of the gout, lay half reclining upon 
a lounge drawn into the centre of the large 
apartment, his feet resting upon pillows, 
not upon the Pillow of Tennessee, upon 
whom, if the fellow does not retreat to a 
ditch, he will set his foot presently.) 


About the old chieftain, whose massive

It can be furnished at so low a price 
that every one can be provided ; it is of so 
little bulk that it can be carried in the 
pocket, when not wanted on the head, and 
when required can be adjusted upon tbe fa- 
tigue cap in less than a minute. 
Have- 


locks can be furnished in large quantities 
to the army, by the aid of tbe sewing ma- 
chine, made of good twilled cotton, which 
will be almost impervious to rain, at 12i 
cents each ; made of stout white linen at 25 
cents each, and of good white flannel at 30 
cents each. For wet weather they may be 
made of water proof fabrics, and for winter 
old gray flannel or thicker cloth, aa they 
probably will be by the seamless-garmeut 
company. 


To enable any family to get up these val- 


uable protectors of the head and neck for 
home use, or for those going from home te 
serve their country in.,the tented field, in- 
stead of the hay field, we give the following 
dimensions and dascriptions: 


There is a crown piece five inches across 


The head piece is three and a half inches 
wide at each end, and five in the center 
stitched to the crown, with the ends stitch- 
ed together in front, with a visor two inches 
deep in the center and eleven inches in ex- 
treme length, where it is stitched to the 
head piece. Then a cape six and a hall 
inches deep, cut circular, is stitched to the 
back of the head piece, extending from one 
point to the other of the viaor.

volunteers, from colonels down to isecouc 
lieutenants, are appointed by the governors 
of states. 


Having thus confided to yon the appoint- 


ment of all these officers for the regiments 
furnished by your state, you will, I trust, 
excuse this department for impressing up- 
on you in advance the necessity of absolute 
adherence in your appointments to the fol- 
lowing suggestions, which are deemed o) 
the highest importance by the General-in- 
Chief, under whose advice they are submit 
ted to you. 


1st. To commission no one of doubtful 


morals or patriotism, and not of souud 
health.

2d. To appoint no one to a lieutenancy, 


second or first, who has not passed the age oi 
22 years, or to a captaincy over 30 years, 
aad to appoint no field officer, major, lieu- 
tenant colonel, or colonel, unless a gradu- 
ate of the United States military academy, 
or known to posess military knowledge and 
experience, who has passed the respective 
ages of 35, 40 and 45 years. 


This department feels assured it will not 


be deemed offensive to your Excellency to 
add this general counsel that the higher tbe 
moral character and general intelligence ol 
the officers so appointed the greater the ef- 
ficiency of the troops and the resulting glo- 
ry to their respective states.

bers at the next circus.

A TRIBUTE TO JAXESVILLE.—A traveling 


correspondent of the Grant County Witness 
says : 


One o'clock a. m., found me at Janesville 


and right glad I was .to get somewhere— 
especially into a bed. Jaiiesville is certain- 
ly one of the most flourishing cities in the 
west. To look at the crowded streets and 
numerous new buildings in process of erec- 
tion, one would hardly think that the coun- 
try had just passed through a season of utter 
prostration of business, the effects of which 
are visible almost everywhere. Much less 
wo.nld they think that the country is about 
to take a leap—where 1 Yes, echo repeats 
the. fearful word—" where 1" 
Hanging upon the wall, jastback of me in 
the counting room of the Gazette office, are 
several curiosities, consisting of a southern 
confederacy envelope, a medal and a cock- 
ade ; one of John Brown's famous pikes, 
and one of his bullets. The left hand up- 
per corner of the envelope is blue, contain- 
ing seven stars ; the remainder is red, with 
the exception of a white stripe in the mid- 
dle, for the purpose of writing"the address. 


about the size of a new cent. 
Ou one side 


is the inscription, "The wealth of the south, 
rice, tobacco, sugar, cotton," and in the cen- 
ter is a group of these plants. On the re- 
verse are the words, " No submission to the 
north," and m the middle is a palmetto 
tree, at the foot of.which sfends a cannon, 
some cannon balls, and something which 
looks like a pile of whisky barrels. The 
cockade is of dark blue silk, about the size 
of the Union rosettes now generally worn, 
with a small center piece
